WASHINGTON, Sept. (By As- 
sociated Press)-—The American army 
under command of General Pershing, 
is in motion along a front of 20 miles 
on the famous St. Mihiel salient in 
Lorraine, which has stood a sharp 
wedge in the French lIine southeast 
of Verdun since the commencement 
of the war, 

In the preliminary thrust, ground 
Was gained on both sides of the tri- 
angle and also at its apex at St. Mi- 
hiel, and at last oMcial accounts were 
fast sweeping across the salient in an 
effort to close the mouth of the big 
pocket before the Germans can ex- 
tricate themselves from the perilous 
position they are in as a result of the 
suddenness of the blow and the ele- 
ment of surprise it carried with it. 

Althought the advance of the Am- 


ericans was swift and sure and gains! 


were made in excess of four miles on 
the southern side of the battle arena 
the cavalry far outstripped the tanks 
and infantrymen and was at last re- 
ported along the railroad near Vig- 
neulles, almost in the centre of the 
salient and some ten miles northeast 
of St. Mihiel, and also northwest of 
Pont-a-Mousson, through the forests 
and along the railway line running 
northward to Metz, the great German 
fortress, the southern outer fortifica- 
tions of which are less than ten miles 
distant. Thiaucourt, Bouillonville, 
Pannes and several other towns in the 
south were captured in the initial 
dash, while on the west, at the north- 
ern end of the pocket, the village of 
Combres was captured and the en- 
virongs of Dommartin La Montagne 
were reached.

Save the Money—It Is Needed. 
The newspapers are being asked 
to carry on a campaign for the vo- 
luntary suspension of "‘joy rid- 
ing.’’ There are said to be two 
objects in view; to save gasoline 
for war purposes and to save 
money for the purchase of war 
bonds. The appeal to save gaso- 
line lacks something in strength 
because of the consideration that 
if gasoline were really scarce joy- 
riders would not have any option 
as to whether they would use it or 
not. It may be taken as a certain- 
ty that the Allied governments are 
not running any danger of the air- 
planes being tied up in order to 
allow joy-riding to continue. The 
scarcity of gasoline is not, there- 
fore, a very strong argument in 
the case. The need and wisdom of 
saving money to buy war bonds is 
an altogether more effective argu- 
ment for cutting out the joy ride. 


A ‘‘Big Business’’ Deal? 


The board of directors of the 
Canadian Northern is being re- 
organized, supposedly for the pur- 
pose of taking control out of the 
hands of the company and putting 
it in the hands of the Government 
—as representing the people of 
Canada, who have bought the sys- 
tem. The chairman of the new 
board of directors, it is stated, is to 
be Mr. D. B. Hanna. Though Mae- 
Kenzie and Mann disappear from 
the directorate, the retention of 
Mr, Hanna does not suggest that 
MacKenzie and Mann’s influence 
goes with them, or that the inter. 
ests of MacKenzie and Mann will 
cease to be a concern of the Cana- 
dian Northern management. If 
Sir William and Sir Daniel are to 
continue to run the Canadian Nor- 
thern, it would be better to let 
them do so personally and openly, 
rather than secretly and by a re- 
presentative, The public are at 
least entitled to know by whom 
and in whose interests their pro. 
perty is being administered. 


An Appeal for Publicity. 


The Ottawa Journal-Press, the | 


most servile flatterer of the pres- 
ent Government, advises the Min- 
isters to start a platform campaign 
for the purpose of telling the pub-
